OSLO (UPI) —Soviet First 
Deputy Premier Anastas Miko- 


yan indicated Sunday night that¢ 


Communist China may “in 
time” have atomic weapons in 
case no agreement is reached 
on outiawing nuclear tests. 

In a question and answer 
period following a speech at a 
meeting of the Norwegian Stu- 
dent Association Mikoyan com. 
mented on the French atomic 
test in the Sahara. : 

“The French test represents a 
negative development. We want 
to outlaw all tests,” he said. 

Asked about the possibility of 
Communist China receiving nu- 
clear weapons, Miyokan said: 

“It might be said that in case 
am agreement is reached (on 
outlawing nuclear tests) it may 
in time happen that China has 
atomic weapons.” 

An assertion by Mikoyan that 


ithe Soviet Union had disarmed 


after the war was received by 
derogatory laughter by the stu- 
dent audience.

Gold in Pot 
Raises Rumor 


Rumor is circulating 
among Japanese coin col- 
lectors that the bronze ¥10 
coins made in 1956 are 
bringing prices 40 times 
their face value. , 

According to the rumor, 
a thief stole into the Osaka 
mint one night in 1956 and 
was about to escape with 
a lump of gold, when he was 
caught by a guard. So, the 
thief; in his confusion, 
threw the gold into a melt- 
ing pot of bronze. The mint 
officials, without bothering 
to separate the gold from 
the bronze, went ahead and 
made ¥10 coins containing 
some gold. And that is 
why a 1956 ¥10 coin is 
worth ¥400. 

The Osaka Mint authori- 
ties strongly deny the 
rumor. In 1956, they say, 
no ¥10 coins were made 
but only ¥50 nickel and ¥1 
aluminum coins.

its bonds. Then it kills with 
the same quiet efficiency with 
which it performs its daily 
chores. 


Alarmed at the growing num- 
ber of gas fatalities in the me- 
tropolis, the Tokyo Gas Co. has 
mobilized its resources to meet 
the danger. Company crews 
have stepped up their inspec- 
tions, prowling the city with 
sensitive instruments to detect 
leaking gas. 


Radio, television, newspaper 
and magazine advertisements, 
posters and leaflets enclosed 
with monthly gas bills are being 
utilized to urge consumers to 
exercise greater. care in the 
maintenance and use of gas ap- 
pliances. 

Cast iron gas mains, subject 
to cracking under pressure of 
increasingly heavy highway 
traffic or shifts in the soil caus- 
ed by land sinking, new con- 
struction and earth tremors, 
are being replaced. 

With the city’s gas mains in 
constant use, replacement work 
must be done slowly, so as not 
to deprive too many households 
of gas for lengthy periods. But 
15,000 meters of steel main is 
being laid under heavily-traffic- 
ed, “critical” areas.

Fortunately, says Shimizu, 
not many homes are confronted 
with this danger today. As To- 
kyo rebuilt after the war and 
government services resumed 
functioning, it again became 
mandatory to use standard pip- 
ing and to file piping diagrams 
for use by gas company inspec- 
tors. 

The danger of gas poisoning 
varies according to the amount 
of lethal carbon monoxide con- 
tained in the gas. Shimizu ex- 
plained that the Tokyo Gas Co. 
alters the mixture of its gas 
during the winter months to 
provide greater heating quality. 
In the process, the carbon mono- 
xide content rises from about 
9 per cent in the summer to 
17 per cent during winter. 

He said the company has budg- 
eted ¥3,000 million to install 


equipment that will lower the 


carbon monoxide content of its 
gas, without decreasing its heat- 
ing qualities. When this is 
completed in October, he .said, 
the deadly agent in Tokyo's gas 
will not exceed 9 per cent dur- 
ing even the coldest months of 
the year. 

An element of risk will al- 
ways remain, despite the gas 
company's efforts to widen the 
margin of safety for its custom- 
ers. Shimizu stressed the im- 
portance of keeping gas ranges 
and heaters in good repair, and 
of turning off the main gas 
valve in the home before the 
family retires. 

Where these precautions are 
observed, gas will continue ful- 
filling its role of servant—rather 
than executioner.

Worthy of a Virtuoso 


A fine violinist like Igor Oist- 
rakh is almost enough to assure 
full interest for a concert with 
orchestra. However, the Tokyo 
Svmphony Orchestra, under the 
baton of Masashi Ueda, did not 
rely only on the glory of its 
guest soloist, but tried to build 
around him a program worthy 
of his virtuosity. 

In his performance of two 
concertos the youthful Oistrakh 
maintained his renommee as a 
musician of stature as well as 
of technical powers. As for the 
G Minor Concerto of Bruch, 
opinions are divided between 
those who dismiss the music as 
“schmalz” and those who con- 
sider it to be a cross petween 
the violin concertos of Mendels- 
sohn and Brams. Even violins 
ists ‘often can’t make up their 
minds as to how to treat it. 
Mr. QOistrakh rode this vener- 
able war-horse with the gallant 
spurs of a born virtuoso (bar- 
ring none of the tricks known 
to the best of jockeys in the 
race), but he did not succumb 
to the vulgar and sentimental 
demands of the galiery. in- 
stead he disciplined his mount 
with exemplary firmness and 
with lyric eloquence. And this 
firmness, after all, proved to be 
a greater triumph than more 
spectacular feats of virtuosity. 


Veritable Monopoly 


If the Bruch is lush and se 
ductive in a romantic manner, 
Khachaturian’s Violin Concerto 
is even more mellifluous and 
syrupy in a specially Russian 
kind of way, even if it is tech- 
nically vertiginous. The Ois- 
trakhs, both father and son, 
seem to have a veritable mono- 
poly of control over this diff- 
cull, energetic, and seductive 
work, 

In fact, this concerto was 
written to suit’the skill of 
David Ojistrakh, and he and 
his son have vied in 
forming it all over the world 
and between them have also re- 
corded it several times over. 
Lest this begin to appear like 

a family squabble, let me hurry 
to State that the other evening 
the younger Vistrakh advanced 
some pretty convincing argu- 
ments in his favor. 

But there's no need to quib- 
bie. One may well hold on to 
the memory of his father’s per- 
formance of this same piece 


with the same orchestra and 
conductor in the same hall 
some five years ago, and 


yet admit that Igor Oistrakh 
also evoked our unqualified in- 
terest. He lavished delicacy of 
phrase and nuance on the 
melodious segments of the con- 
certo, and then he dispatched 
its more showy pages with an 
intensity and vigor which tran- 
sported the capacity audience. 


Orchestra Shines 


The Tokyo Symphony which 
gave him adequate accompani- 
.ment also managed to shine in 
its own work. The program 
opened with two suites for 
string ensemble from Purcell's 
“The Fairy Queen” (in arrange- 
ments by William Leonard 
Reed), a heavy-handed  per- 
formance and a rather belated 
reminder that the tercentenary 
of the ‘composer’s birth passed 
without notice last year. 

The overlong program closed 
with the Second Symphony of 
Tehaikovsky, which contained a 
reminder of its own—namely,

By X-Ray Pictures 

SAN FRANCISCO (Kyodo- 
Reuter) — X-ray pictures of 
bones in man’s hand and’ wrist 
can conclusively prove identity, 
even long after death, a Stan- 
ford University anatomist re- 
ports the current issue of 
“Science” magazine.

Boom Year for Babies 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Last year was a boom year for 
babies in England and Wales, 
with more live births than in 
any year since 1948, according 
to provisional figures published 
today by the registrar-general. 

The 750,170 babies born in 
1959 topped by 10,883 the num- 
ber born in 1958 but did not 
reach the 1948 total of 776,970. 

The rate of births per 
thousand population was 16.5 
last year—the highest since 
1949 when it was 16.7.

When a camel does lose water 
from his body, he still has an 
advantage over man, Schmidt-' 
Nielsen says. The camel main-| 
tains his blood volume—losing 
water from other body fluids. 
But in the dehydrated man, 
blood becomes thick and death 
follows. 


The came! also takes on water 
drama and its music is to most 


quickly when it has been dehy- 
drated. A .camel that has lost 
a quarter of its body weight in 
water can drink it back again 
in 10 minutes. 

One set of pictures, shown by 
Schmidt-Nielsen, portrayed an 
emaciated camel that had lost a 
q@arter of its body weight in 
water. Ten minutes later an- 
other picture was taken show- 
ing how the same camel had | 
fleshed out after drinking its 
fill of water. 

In one experiment, Schmidt- 
Nielsen studied in Copenhagen 
under August Krogh, Nobel 
laureate in physiology, and 
married Krogh’s daughter.

By the time this is published 
the Chinese New Year will be 
over, but as this is written in 
Singapore it is just about to 
begin and therefore nothing of 
consequence is happening in 
the business field. To prove it 
I offer the fact that a main topic 
of newspaper discussions is not 
the price of tin or rubber but 
the fact that in Malaya they are 
trying to stop by law the shoot- 
ing off of firecrackers during the 
Chinese New Year. 


Probably because everybody 
is preoccupied with something 
else, the prices of commodities 
have not done much here lately. 
Rubber which has enjoyed a 
boom year has moved only de- 
sultorily in the past week, but 
ends the year quite firm at 
$1.14 per lb. in Straits dollars 
or about ¥137. Everyone in the 
business expectq the present 
year to be equally good for rub- 
ber. The fact that the U.S. up- 
ped its buying of Malayan rub- 
ber by 25 per cent in 1959 is 
seen as meaning continue good 
sales, as is the even more spe- 
ctacular but also more precari- 
ous increase of over 140 per 
cent in Soviet Russia's  pur- 
chases. 

Tin prices have also been 
good but have been slipping a 
little lately, mostly because the 
trade sees an overall world 
surplus in 1960 amounting to 
about 14,000 tons. Present price 
is about US$130 per picul.

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U.S. Sales of 
Silk Organdy 
Fall Sharply 


Japanese silk organdy, which 
created a “silk boom” last year 
in the U.S. has lost its appeal 
among American consumers, to 
the consternation of Japanese 
producers. 

U.S. importers have suspend- 
ed further purchases, the Japan 
Silk Industry Association has 
been informed by its New York 
representative. 

U.S. importers, faced with 
stocks of silk organdy that they 
are unable to dispose of, have 
asked Japanese producers not 
to ship any more organdy to 
the U.S. for a few months. 

Some producers, heavily de- 
pendent on sales to the US., 
reportedly have gone bankrupt. 
Others are switching to the 
manufacture of other textiles. 

An association spokesman said 
the demand for silk organdy in 
the U.S. last year arose when 
Japan lowered prices on raw 
silk. Silk organdy prices then 
dropped to the same level as ny- 
lon organdy, he said. . 

But a recent increase in the 
Government price of raw silk 
has caused the price of silk or- 
gandy to rise, he pointed out, 
The price rise, coupled with the 
apparent filling of the U.S. de- 
mand for silk organdy, is beliey- 
ed by the association to be res- 
ponsible for the market slump. 

Some U.S. importers, uneasy 
about the future of silk organ- 
dy, have begun importing 
chemical and synthetic textiles 
in its place. ' 


U.S.ChemicalFirms 
Interested Here 


The Hongkong textile ‘ indus- 
try, currently enjoying a spec- 
tacular export boom, would not 
become a serious competitor to 
that of Japan, because there is 
scope for cooperation between 
the textile producers in Japan 
and Hongkong, Kayser Sung, 
deputy editor of 
the Far East- 
ern Economic # 
Review, a week- 
ly economic 
journal publish- 
ed in Hong-@ 
kong, stated @ 
yesterday. 

In an_ inter- 
view with The

opinion, Japan’s textile indus- 
try should not cast a jealous 
eye on Hongkong’s _ textile 
boom, because Japan's textile 
industry is one of many diver- 
sified sections of the country’s 
modern industries.’ 


Sung said the Japanese tex- 
tiie industry had entered into 
an initial stage of contraction, 
but it was “gratifying to see” 
that it had taken its own initia- 
tive to switch some of its pro- 
duction to specialized lines such 
as synthetic fibers and chemi- 
cal textiles. 


“This will,” he said, “allevi- 
ate the current serious competi- 
tion between Japan and the 
British Colony on various over- 
seas markets.” 


“To a certain extent, the Japa- 
nese textlle producers can co- 
operate with Hongkong’s tex- 
tile manufacturers by supplying 
certain kinds of materials to the 
Colony.

Survey of 
Bamboo Use 
Made Public 


The Science and Technology 
Agency yesterday issu the 
first nation-wide survey on the 
utilization of bamboo. 

The survey report entitled 
the “bamboo white paper” was 
completed by the resources bu- 
reau of the agency together with 
two other bamboo research pro- 
jects, a study by Prof. Koichiro 
Ueda of Kyoto University and 
data collected by the Forestry 
Agency. 

According to the white paper, 
annual bamboo production in 
Japan totaled 360,000 square 
meters in terms of lumber. 

Besides domestic consump- 
tion, the report said that bam- 
boo exports total about ¥3,000 
million, including construction 
materials, furniture industrial 
art objects and edible bamboo 
foods. . 

Owners of bamboo groves are 
mostly farmers who lack tech- 
nical knowhow for improving 
the crop and increasing the vield 
of bamboo, the white paper 
pointed out. 

As a result, the production 
of good quality bamboo is level- 
ing off. 

There is an increasing de- 
mand for bamboo due to the re- 
cently developed bamboo pulp 
industry, the paper said. 

Bamboo groves are.useful in 
preventing flood damage to 
forests because bamboo roots 
expand and entangle well with 
the ground. Bamboo trunks 
easily hold about one meter of 
thick earth and sand. 

The white paper said Japa- 
nese bamboo groves covered

The argument that only the United States, Britain and 
Soviet Russia are entitled to possess an atomic bomb can 
hardly hold water unless we are to suppose that the world 
believes these three countries have ipso facto the right

nothing is so unlikely as that nuclear secrets can be kept 
secret for long from any section of humanity. The history 
of the progress of science and technology negates any 


While saying this, we do not like the idea that there 
may possibly be more nuclear weapon tests in various 
parts of the world in the future. And in this connection 
we may say that we shall be surprised if Communist China 
proves to.be long behind France in this development. 
Other nations may follow suit. 


Japan, which in the past has suffered so bitterly from 
nuclear explosions, has naturally more reason than most 
to regard with apprehension the extension of the practice; 
and the Japanese Government's note of protest to the 
French Government through Ambassador Furukaki in 
Paris is quite understandable. 
possible that as circumstances develop this country will 
have to revise its attitude toward nuclear weapons. 
do not envisage today Japan constructing its own atomic 
armaments but even that may come to pass in the future 
which is now, perhaps, rendered a little more uncertain.

that any non-Communist nation should have more powerful 


means of self-defense within its power. 


It is reported 


that one Russian broadcast in English beamed to Africa 
deciared “the black mushroom of death rose over Africa.” 
But has not the “black mushroom of death” already risen 
over the Russian arctic regions and elsewhere in Soviet 
Russia for a similar purpose—the acquisition of a super- 


weapon? 


But accusations and counteraccusations take us nowhere 
in a matter of such grave importance as the future of 
atomic armaments. We need common sense constructive 
measures and we do not see why the French explosion 
should stand in the way. Actually, it makes an inter- 
national agreement of a practical sort. all the more 


desirable. 


Such an international agreement is admittedly no easy 
matter to secure, and it is clear that efforts toward securing 


it must be on strictly logical and scientific lines. 


It has 


always been our view that secrecy on the subject of 
nuclear weapons has been a mistake and that it would 
be far better if all the facts were made known to ail 
people so that every aspect of the situation could be 
submitted to the public judgment. 

The notion of two or three nations having ail the 
nuclear know-how in their hands while the rest af the 
world remains in outer darkness is hardly conducive to 


international understan 


ding of, and consequent interna- 


tional agreement on, this all-important issue. 


All sensible people, in whatever part of the world they 
live, devoutly wish for a reduction of armaments of ail 


kinds, if, and when, it is safe to make a reduction. 


The 


reason why they may doubt whether it is safe to make 
any drastic reduction in armaments at this time is to 
be found in the existence of international tensions for 
which groups of ultranationalists and totalitarian ideolo- 


gists are mainly responsible. 


Political methods of banishing these tensions must go 
hand in hand with measures designed to reduce armaments. 

We are convinced, too, that the abolition or reduction 
of nuclear armaments cannot be usefully considered apart 
from questions of general disarmament. 

As for the banning of the nuclear weapon tests, although 
this is desirable from the point of view of the deleterious 
falfout, such a ban would not touch the problem of the 
existing stockpiles of these weapons. 

What is needed is international agreement on disarma- 
ment in all its possible forms, including the destruction, 
or drastic reduction, of nuclear stockpiles and delivery 


systems. 


Perhaps the explosion of the French bomb will 


have the effect of stimulating the nations to take more 
vigorous and harmonious action toward securing such 


agreement.

Coexistence—Kremlin Version 
Rules of Brotherly Relation Only Apply on USSR Terms 


The Communists are today 
the experts at the game of 
mass psychology. They act ac- 
cording to the dictum: “What- 
ever you say, if you only say 
it often enough will be be- 
lieved.” What more simple, 
than to say something, that 
is truly desired by all peo- 
ples, but to interpret it to one’s 
own advantage? We mean, of 
course, coexistence. The desire 
to end the cold war, to 
do away with tensions between 
States and blocs, to disarm, 
to use human energy for pur- 
poses that will advance the 
races—who would not sub- 
scribe to all this? 

There is, however, a pre 
uisite to coexistence. It is the 


_actual facet of “existence.” Ever 


since coexistence became the 
main catch-phrase of the Com- 
munists, they have made it 
abundantly. clear, that their 
own existence—i.e. the system 
of their rule in their own 
countries the boundaries of 
thése countries as of today, the 
relations they maintain with 
other states—brotherly, friend- 
ly, cool or inimical—the Influ- 
ence they exert, all must be ac- 
cepted and respected by those 
ready for coexistence. 


But does it apply both ways 
absolute? NO! It is a breach 
of the principle of coexistence 
to declare: “I will grant you 
membership in the Coexistence 
Club, but only if you do as I 
say!” And this is exactly what 
the Soviet Union has been do- 
ing—and is still doing. 


Not for Japan 


Coexistence — including the 
validity of agreements signed 
with her—is not for Japan 
unless she repudiates a treaty, 
which she has signed as a free 
and independent nation. Co- 
existence is not for West Ger- 
many—including + the validity 
of agreements—unless she bows 
to Soviet demands as to what 
laws, what policies, what alli- 
ances the government of that 
country decides upon. Coex- 
istence—aye, the mere existence 
—is not for Hungary, for the 
Baltic States and for Eastern 
Germany—unless under the 
rule of the Communists. 


The Soviet memorandum to 
Japan, stating. that Habomai 
and Shikotan will not be re- 
stored, even after a peace trea- 
ty is signed, unless the United 
States Armed Forces have left 
the country, is the breach of a 
treaty. The Joint Declaration 
of Prime Ministers Builganin 
and Hatoyama of Oct. 19, 1956, 
together with attached conven- 
tions and agreements, was 
signed in Moscow, ratified by 
the parliaments of both coun- 
tries and the instruments of 
ratification exchanged in Tokyo 
on Dec. 12, 1956. Incidentally, 
on the part of the Soviet Union 
by the then Vice Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, the present 
Soviet Ambassador to Tokyo, 
N. Federenko. ey 


Broken Treaty 


It may, of course, be said, 
that the Soviets have not actu- 
ally brokeh a.-treaty. They 
have handed the Japanese 
Ambassador to Moscow, Kado- 
waki, a memorandum, which 
actually has no legal signifi- 
cance. But it cannot be doubt- 
‘ed that they wish to create 
tle impression that Japan’s 
territorial demands—satisfied to 
a minimum in the Joint Decia- 
ration—will not be fulfilled un- 
less the treaty with the U.S. 
is abrogated. 

In the memorandum the Ja- 
panese Government is coolly 
told: Habomai and Shikotan 
are lost, unless you adopt a 
policy, which we, the Krem- 
lin, recognize as “showing 
Japan's desire to develop peace- 
fully and independently.” With- 
out a doubt, the Kremlin wouid 
prociaim it an act of “independ- 
ence” if the Japanese Govern- 
ment were to bow to Soviet de- 
mands and conditions!

He accuses Adenauer of having 
forced “dragonlike antidemoc- 
ratic laws” on West Germany, 
of “persecuting people for their 
thoughts, for progressive 
ideas” etc. 
Taken to Task 

Similar accusations—only, in 
this case well documented— 
have been raised against the 
Soviet Union, for instance in 
the United Nations. They dealt 
with the brutal suppression of 
freedom in Hungary in the

Lincoln Publication 


To the Editor: 

On the occasion of Lincoln's 
birthday I would like to make 
known a publishing event 
which may be of interest to 
your readers: the printing in a 
small booklet in Japanese of 
two unusually powerful evoca- 
tians of Lincoln's greatness. 


One of these is the Sandburg 
speech to Congress on the 
150th anniversary of Lincoln's 
birth the English text of which 
has just appeared in the Feb 
ruary 1960 National Geographic 
Magazine. The Japanese trans- 
lation first came out in the 
April 1959 Americana, and is 
now reproduced with that 
scholarly journal's kind permis- 
sion. 

The other repfint is a new 
translation of “A Meditation 
on the Life of Abraham Lin- 
coln” by the Rt. Rev. R. S. 
Emrich, of the diocese of 
Michigan in the American epis- 
copal Church. Dealing with 
such aspects of Lincoln’s great- 
ness as Love and “Sorrow, 
Judgment, and Creaturely Hu- 
mility, this address has also 
gained the enthusiasm of many 
Lincoln authorities and readers. 

These two introductions to 
the particular quality of per- 
haps democracy’s noblest ex- 
emplar have been put to 
gether for popular use with a 
sense that many persons in 
present-day Japan know Lin- 
coln mostly as a 19th century 
political figure or rags-to-riches 


success story, but do not fully 
feel the depths and poetry and 
the meaning he has for our 
problems at present. 

Since these reassessments of 
Lincoln are being published 
with mo thought of making 
money but only of making 
known a precious part of a 
now worldwide heritage, | am

Young men without 
sweethearts wore straw ropes 
as tasuki. 


To make a pledge of marriage, 
the girl is taken to the house 
of the man by her parents and 
introduced to his family. But 
on this occasion, the girl wears 
her everyday dress and does 
not sit in the room where din- 
ner is served, but helps in the 
kitchen. 


After this, the man is allowed 
to visit the girl's house, and 
may even stay overnight. But 
the girl must come every morn- 
ing,to the house of her prom- 
ised-husband. There she does 
all the household duty as well 
as work on the farm. Thus the 
period of her training starts. 


The training period ranges 
generally from three to six 
months, but if it continues much 
longer,. neighbors begin whisp- 
ering that something might be 
wrong. 

The wedding ceremony is held 
when the girl is accepted by 
the man’s parents as fully 
mastering the ways and customs 
of the family. But the cere- 
mony itself is simple, the bride 
not even dressing in a special 
costume. Lately however, mod- 
ern ways are gradually being 
introduced. 

Another strange custom in 
Oshima is that when the wed- 
ding ceremony is held, the par- 
ents of the young man move 
to a separate house. The com- 
ing of the bride and the moving 
away of the old parents take 
place on the same day.

Gronchi in Moscow 


ROME (UPI)—The Catholic 
Action. newspaper Quoti- 
diano Tuesday firmly stated 
that as far as Catholics were 
concerned Italian President Gio- 
vanni Gronchi's visit to Moscow 
had neither official nor unoffi- 
cial Church or Vatican blessing 
or guidance. 

The newspaper in an editorial, 
was answering suggestions in 
both the Communist and non- 
Communist Italian press that 
Gronchi, beside his role as Chief 
of State, was acting as sort of 
Catholic or Vatican ambassador 
or spokesman while in Moscow. 
Grenehi is Catholic. 


Meanwhile, the independent 
newspaper Il Messaggero angri- 
ly lashed out at the whole idea 
of the Gronchi visit to Moscow 
and demanded an accounting by 
whoever arranged it. 


The newspaper said Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s jibes at 
Gronchi and Italian Foreign 
Minister Giuseppe Pella during 
a free-swinging exchange at a 
Moscow reception Monday were 
“mortifying.” 


Change of Name 

LONDON (UPI)—Lord Bea- 
verboek's Daily Express bilam- 
ed Prime Minister Macmillan’s 


Cabinet for what it called 
Queen Elizabeth’s “sad blund- 
er”’—introduction of the new 


royal surname of Mountbatten- 
Windsor.

The Queen decreed that all 
her descendants other than 
Royal princes and princesses 
should carry the surname 
Mountbatten-Windsor. This was 
in honor of Prince Philip, 
whose adopted surname of 
Mountbatten is the anglicized 
form of the German Batten 
berg. 

The Daily Herald Wednesday 
became the first newspaper to 
accept the new surname. “Why 
all the fuss?” it asked. “If this 
is the Queen’s harmless and 
sentimental wish, why should 


anvone care to interfere with 
i?” . 


Soviet and Red China 


MANCHESTER (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Guardian said “it is 
hard any longer to doubt that 
thie Soviet and Chinese Govern- 
ments have ceased to share 
some basic assumptions in for- 
eign policy.” 

In an editorial on the Asian 
visit of Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev the Guardian added: “The 
difference in theory, turns on 
whether peaceful coexistence 
with the capitalist world is pos- 
sible and on how much should 
be staked on it: in practice on 
whether United States’ assur- 
ances of nonaggressive inten- 
tions can be trusted.” 


“There are many other as- 
sumptions which they do share. 
One is that the capitalist order 
is doomed, first of all in the 
underdeveloped parts of: the 
world. 


“Another is that any contrac- 
tion in the Socialis€ camp must 
at all costs—even at the cost 
of a Hungarian bloodbath—be 
avoided. 

“So it is most improbable, at 
least just now, that there will 
break out between Mr. Mao or 
Mr. Liu and Mr. Khrushchev 
the same sort of public quarre! 
as raged between Mershal 
Stalin and Marshal THo. 

“And no one in the West 
should hope for it, it might be 
disastrous,” the Guardian add- 
ed 


“China at the moment is an 
unsatisfied power, and in her 
foreign policy she exhibits the 
recklessness of an unsatisfied 

wer. 

“The only international res- 
traint on her actions is that of 
the Soviet Government and the 
necessity of maintaining Social- 
ist unity.. 

“Many of the Indians who 
will welcome Mr. Khrushchev 
are hoping that he will medi- 
ate for them in their grievances 
against China. 

“They will probably be dis- 
appointed, but he can certain- 
lv do more for them as an ally 
of China than as ah enemy.” 


| Unattainable Millennium 


LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Tinves claimed that the lead- 
ers of present<lay China were 
driving feverishiy toward an 
unattainable millennium. 

“The scale and ruthlessness 
of revolution in China today is 
generally recognized,” the pa- 
per declared, 

“But some of the expenences 
which have made the men who’ 
rule China and those who share 
or accept their revolutionary 
férvor are still hard to grasp in 
the West. 

“When we read of peasent 
discontent over the communes, 
over food rationing, over the 
loss of liberty and the other 
pressures which they suffer 
from a Govertiment intent on 
speedy revolution, there is no 
— to doubt such complain- 
ng. 

“But its significance will be 
mistaken if the welter of blood 
and suffering from which China 
has emerged is not also com- 
prehended. 

“The very men who have im- 
posed peace and discipline in 
the past decade are those who 
saw the catastrophe of the coun- 
tryside, were incensed by in- 
justice and suffering, and now 
drive on feverishly toward an 
unattainable millennium,” the 
Times added. 


Latin America 


LONDON (AP)—Referring to 
the Soviet Deputy Premier 
Mikoyan’'s repogted trade offers 
to Cuba, the Financial Times 
asserted: 

“This is music to Latin Ameri- 
can ears in their anxiety to pro- 
gress and in their rancor about 


what they feel to be the indif- . 


ference toward them of certain 
countries of the West.” 

The newspaper nt on: 
“Anti-American feelings are 
evident all over Latin America 


today and this is why these 
countries are looking .more to- 
ward Europe now for invest- 


ment and cooperation generally. 

“Cuba has shown peérha 
more concerh than most Latin 
American countries in attracting 
British interest. 

“While the British Govern- 
ment is evidently increasingly 
conscious of the potential im- 
portance of Latin American 
markets British companies still 
tend to hold back.” 

The newspaper suggested the 
breach in Cuban-U.S. relations 
left a vacuum.
